A Scrap of History. 


I'roai tlm Xo» Vork Times, Saturday. 


Our correspondent with the expedition 


which h»t«ly took possession of Fcrimndinti, 
Fla., tnui 3 in its ua a number of letters, doc- 
uments, memoranda, etc.,.which he picked 
up in tho town after the hasty hegira of the 
inhabitnnta ou the approach of tho Union 
force. 
Among these, curiously enough, 


turns up a letter dated Washington, Jjvn. 
T, 1861, written by Yuleo, then United 
States senator, addressed to " Joseph Finu- 
gan, Tallahassee, Florida," which givoa ua 
a most interesting glimpse of the secret do- 
ings of tlio chief spccssion conspirators of 
that period. 
The telegraphic colttmns of 


that flame day (Jnn. 7, 18C1,) contained 
thu following \7ualiinglon disiiutch: " Tho 
aouthern BeiiBtora last night (.lun. C) ht'ld 
n conference, nnd telogrtiphed to tho con- 
ventions of their respective states to advise 
immediate seceasion." Now, the present 
letter is u repoit of Yulee, who was present 
nt this (1 consultation," as ho calls it, of the 
resolutions adopted on this occasion, trans- 
mitted to Finegan, who, by thu way, was 
a member of tho " sovereignty convention," 
of Florida, then silting in the town of Tal- 
lahassee. Tho original of llim historical 
document, which was probably written by 
Yulee in his seat in the United States sen* 
ate, is now before us. It is as follows : 


WASUIKOTOX, Jan. 7, 1861. 


MvDEAiiSiB:—On the other sfde is a 


copy of resolutions adopted at a consulta- 
tion of senators from the seceding states—- 
in which Georgia, Alabama, Louisiana, Ar- 
kansas, Texas, Mississippi nnd Florida 
wore present. 


Tho idea of the meeting was that the 


states should go out at once, and provide 
for the early organization of a coniedernte 
government, not later than February 13th. 
This time is allowed to ennblo Louisiana 
:iml Texas to participate. 
It soemed to be 


opinion [sic] that if we left here, force, 
loan and volunteer bills might be passed, 
which would put Mr. Lincoln in immediate 
ondition for hostilities—whereas if [sic] 
by remaining in our places until the >ltb ot 
March, it ia thought we can keep the hands 
\f Mr. Buchanan tied, and diiulle the re- 
uublicans from 
effecting 
any legislation 


which will btrenijthen the handu of the in- 
:oininy tidininistration. 


The resolutions will be sent by the dele- 


gation to the president of the convention.

presented his personal reqne.«t, that having 
thus begun in so marked a manner a mili- 
tary career, he might have the opportunity 
to make it his profession for life, by a course 
at West Point. Though influential friends 
would have seconded his application, it was 
left with the guncrosity of Iho president;

A telegram from Washington informs us 


that the citizens of Clullatiu,. Tenn., have 
held a public meeting, expressed their will- 
ingness to return to their allegiance, and 
ask for the e.stabliabmer.t of a post-office. 
If this demonstration means loyalty to tbe 
government and hostility, without qualifica- 
tion, to the rebels, the sign is favorable; 
but if the citizens of Gallatin only want a 
post-ofiice, and a quasi rebel for postmaster, 
their professions of loyalty will not amount 
to much. 


The recognized line between traitors nnd 


loyal men is extremely vague and uncertain 
in Tennessee, under the mild rule of tbe 
federal generals. It was but tbe other day 
that an election for cnamy officers took 
place, with the consent of our military au- 
thority, in tbe county in which Nashville ts 
situated, under the confederate constitution ' 
That ia toleration for you. The mayor of 
Nashville is an avowed traitor, and n mem- 
ber of tho Tennessee legislature which has 
been passing laws, to aid Jeff. Davis to 
overthrow tho United States government. 
Hero ia more toleration. He ia now at tho 
head of the police of Nashville, and in a 
position to give all necessary aid to traitors 
in the city and outside of it; and, no doubt, 
he has every disposition to thwart federal 
authority nnd promote tbe designs of the 
confederates. • Confederate soldiers have 


. been found concealed in the houses of 


wealthy citizens of Nashville, as well ns in 
the vicinity, ready when opportunity occurs, 
to murder our pickets. When we bear such 
accouuta of our military administration in 
Tf-nnesaee, we shall not be surprised to 
learn that the secessionists take advantage 
of it, und by a cheap profession of loyalty, 
obtain favors where none should bo grunted, 
except to truly loyal men. 


Gov. Andrew Johnson lm.s arrived at 


Nashville, and had delivered an uddrcsi to 
the people, which IH full of patriotic .sen- 
timent. Ho declared thai " Traitors should 
be punished tvnd treason crushed. He ounu 
with no hostility or animosity in bis heart; 
ho en IDC for the defense of tho weak, the 
restoration of tho erring, the punishment 
of the guilty, the ra-estnblishinent of tbe 
Union and, constitution in Tennessee.— 
" Come, my countrymen," lie exclaimed, 
" let us gather uround the old and lovely 
Hig with one heart and soul, reading upon 
its folds the hallowed words of Webfiter: 
' Liberty and Union, onu ami inseparable, 
now and foreran*" 


We are quite sure that the interest* of 


Tennessee will be safe in the hands of An- 
drew Johnson. lib will know who are true 
and who are fulae in their professions, and 
how to punish traitors, crush treason nnd 
restore the erring. His authority, if he ex- 
ercises any, must be military, and not de- 
rived from any thing found in our written 
constitution; but whether the President 
calls it a provisional government, or wheth- 
er congress shall entitle it a territorial gov- 
ernment, wo are content, so that liberty, 
union and pfaee shall be promoted. \ The 
sooner Gov. Johnson takes the place of the 
present apology fcr n government, tbe bet- 
ter for the Union cause. 


The Milwaukee News says that tho 


south fears that the laws wilt not be impar- 
tially administered, nnd that "this fear is 
not unfounded." This is the justification 
or excuse which it offers for the rebels. 
There is no truth in this statement what- 
ever. The leaders of tbe rebellion who 
have spoken for their followers, have never 
put forth any excuse of that kind, nnd if 
they had it has no foundation in fact.

Above, 
on the blutt'of the- Tennessee, \va.s seen an- 
other encampment, nnd a formidable look- 
ing battery. 


Shells were sent into tbe enemy's works 


ut ft distance of three miles by our tnorttir 
boats. These ahulla weigh two hundred and 
seventy-two pounds. Thu Ht. Louis Dem- 
ocrat thus describes the first experiment 
with them: 


The first shell was thrown by Capt. Ma- 


nadier, in the direction of tho Inland. Tho 
gunboats wero covered with their ofliccra 
and men watching the proceeding. Thu 
tow, ammunition and transport fleet were 
not in sifjht, but tho thundering roar of the 
report struck upon the ears of oflicerH and 
men with startling effect. 
Every eye 


brightened, nnd frequent and loud were tho 
enterchanges and congratulations that tbe 
fight bad nt last begun. The shell could 
not be traced nnd its explosion was not 
heard. 
One or two more wero fired, when 


suddenly a sharp report came from the 
Tennessee aide of the river, and straight 
down tho stream, ahead of tho gunboats 
and considerably to the luft of the direction 
of the shell, waa seen a cloud of white 
smoke rising from the shore. The distance 
was about two miles. 
In a moment after 


tho shot struck the water about half way 
towards the mortars. 
Capt. Manadier im- 


mediately directed bis mortar in that di- 
rection. 
With hia glass bu could see a col- 


lection of about two hundred persons, some 
on horseback and some on foot, watching 
the effect of their shot, which could not 
have como from any piece heavier than a 
sis or twelve-pounder. The next moment 
one of the huge thirteen-inchers flew high 
over their heads and Fall in the woods be- 
hind them without explosion ; in an instant 
after another from Capt. Pike's mortar fell 
and exploded just in their midst; this was 
quickly followed by two or three ^more"J 
when a general scattering took place, and 
that very formidable rebel battery waa do- 
serted and silenced. Afterwards the direc- 
tion of the mortars was again turned tow- 
ards the Island, and tbe firing was continu- 
ed until about five o'clock, thirty-four shell 
having been thrown altogether. Capt. Ma 
nadier casting sixteen and Capt. Pike 
eighteen in an hour and n half, waking an 
average of about one shell from a single 
mortar in every five minutes, which, con- 
sidering tbe inexperience of the men hand- 
ling Iho mortars, is n moat gratifying re- 
sult, and shows the capacity of thc.su for- 
midable guns to be much greater than hero 
toforc estimated. 


A correspondent of the Chicago Journal 


says: 


Sunday, our fleet wunt down half a mile 


nearer the Island, and engaged tho butter- 
erica and shelled the woods ou thu shored. 
The first shot that waa drawn from the ene- 
my on Sunday svtva in tho middle of thu af- 
ternoon, after we had been firing on them 
for several hours. 
Night came on without 


any satisfactory result, and operations were 
suspended for the day. 
There was a llag 


of truce sent to our flag-ship by tho enemy 
on Sunday afternoon, the meaning of which 
is unknown to "outsiders," It came nnd 
went away mysteriously, and that waa all 
that waa known of it. 


Ou Monday morning the engagement ro- 


opened, some of our troopa having in the 
meantime been landed on both shore*, a.s 
pickets and skirmishers. There were some 
exchanges of shots between these land 
troops and those of the rebels, resulting in 
no casualties. 
Our mortars belched forth 


their sheila vigorously, terribly, upon the 
Kentucky shore, and thu gunboats soon fol- 
owed suit, buUi wakening only an occasional 
response from tho enemy's batteries at long 
intervals. Our shots generally fell right 
into their batteries. It was supposed at 
one time that we weie on a foul'd errand— 
that there were bnt few rebel guns on the 
shore, and those designed to deceive us; 
bnt this supposition was effectually done 
away about noon on Tuesday, when n long 
line of batteries on the Kentucky shore "all 
of a suddon" let fly at us, doing no harm, 
their shot falling short of our boats. In 
the afternoon n painful accident occurred 
on board the gunboat St. Louis, while fir 
ing. The 22-pound rifled gun nt her port 
bow exploded with terrific titled, killing 
two of her men instantly, mortally wound- 
ing two, nnd more or less injuring several 
others. A 64 pound shot frotn the enemy's 
batteries struck the gunboat Benton in the

Ttir. 9ECOXD DAY'S BATTLE. 


The enemy, during the night and early 


in the morning, poured in from the Benton- 
ville road, and gathered in heavy force in 
our rear, sweeping round to the right, and 
occupying both sides of the Keetsville road, 
a position from which it was absolutely ne- 
cessary to dislodge them, or surrender all 
hope of success. 


Truly, before tbe second day'a engage- 


ment began, the prospect waa very dark. 


Defeat seemed to stare us in the face, 


and the sole thing posaibls appeared a strug- 
gle to prevent too disastrous a discomfiture. 


Tho way to .Missouri was defended by 


30,000 ot tho enemy; and we bud little 
more than one-third the number to dispute 
the perilous passage. On the south were 
the Hoston Mountains. To the east or west 
we could not go. 
Were we not hemmed in 


by nature and the enemy? 


Could wo longer resist V Could we say 


we were contending only for victory when 
the shadows were lengthening nnd deepen- 
ing on our hearts V 


(Jen. Cnrr'a division was sent by General 


Curtis to force the enemy from their posi- 
tion, und about ten o'clock in tho morning 
the battle waa renewed with increased ar- 
dor, and soon the batteries frotn both aides 
were replying to each other with death-deal- 
ing voices. Tho main action in tho morn- 
ing was to the right of our encampment, 
and for seven hours the field was hotly con- 
tested. 


Gen. Carr made a spirited and heavy 


charge upon the enemy under McCulloch 
and Price. Tbe musket and rifle firing was 
very sharp, and every few seconds the boom 
of tbe batteries burst across the country, 
und the iron hail swept down the stream of 
life, and tilled the surging and noisy waves 
with spectral corpses. 


Tho rebels reeled as we went against 


them, but their column did not break. The 
charge wus repeated. Still the foe stood 
firm, openifig a galling fire from two bat- 
teries whose presence had not before been 
known. Our troops were thrown into con- 
fusion, and three companes of infantry and 
Col. Milts' cavalry were ordered to silence 
the destructive guna. 


Like lightning our men leaped forth 


prompt to the word, and raged about the 
rebel batteries a.s ravenous wolves around 
a sheep Told. 


Everywhere the strife roared; everywhere 


the smoke 'crept; everywhere the ground 
shook. 


The sunbeams glanced off from 
the

shine for many eyes on that blood-stained 
day. 


Carr's column advanced and fell back

Their oflicerH fell thick and fast in 
tbe engagement, and their dead and wound- 
ed majors, colonels, captains and lieuten- 
ants were at least double otira. The acces 
sion oflicers were generally brave and dash- 
ing, and fought in ao praiseworthy a manner 
as to leave us no regret, so far as courage 
goes, that Ihoy wero born upon our own be- 
loved soil.

The 3,000 Cherokee, ChocUw, Creek and 


Seuiinole Indians under Albert Pike, u 
renegade sou of of Connecticut, commit 
ted thu greatest atrocities in thu field, not 
only plundering and maiming the dead, but 
actually tnurduiing und scalping the woun- 
ded as they lay helpless and tiuliurtng on 
the ground. 
Mute thitu one one hundred 


and twenty of our brave men were thus 
barbarously treated by tho savage foe, whc 
had been wrought to u pitch of frenzy by 
tho rebels, through passionate appeals nnd 
declarations that the yankees designed to 
enslave them, and forco them, with chains 
and whips, to do the vilest drudgery in 
their aristocratic homes in the north. 


Not only did the enemy thus po'tHon their 


minda, but every day before thu saviigea 
wunt into action they received large puta- 
lions of whisky mixed with gunpowder, 
which rendered thu naturally fierce suns of 
the forest perfect demons. Under this c.v 
truordinary stimulus they forgot lln'ir iiMial 
caution, nnd, exposing themselves after tho 
American faahion, were killed in prent num- 
bers. Still they were very formidable, und 
often attacked the federalists in the rear, 
as they were passing some bend in the 
road or piece of wooded land, and did much 
execution. They yelled and danced nnd 
brandished their knives, and acted like 
crows of,madmen; but when they became 
partially sober, became more prudent, and

ond day that the Indians were using the 
scalping-knife, their rage knew no bounds, 
and they made sad havoc in the ranks of 
the red devils; slaying them without mercy 
whenever and wherever they could reoeh 
them. In one instance the Second Iowa 
Battery, which had four of its member sculp- 
ed, obtained the range of a body of four or 
five hundred of these savages, und fired .sev- 
eral charges of canriister and shell upon 
them in rapid succession, at a distance of 
not more than three-quarters of a mile. 


The effect upon the natives was terrible. 


They were cut down like grass, and the. dusky 
demons who were unhurt ran howling frotn 
the field, and could not be rallied again that 
day (Friday) though Col, Albert Pike shot 
several with his own hand and bawled at 
them until he was hoarse. Some ten or 
twelve of the chiefs-were killed.

It is paid the Indians, in the engagement 


of Friday, became HO excited by the alcohol 
they had drank, and the scenes that they 
witnessed, that they turned their weapons 
upon their own allies, and butchered and 
scalped the rebels and federalist* with the 
most charming indifference. 
An instance 


of this is given by one of the prisoners, a 
member of one of tho companies that suf- 
fered from what the southerners believed to 
be the treachery of tho savages. 


Four companies of the Arkansas troops 


belonging to Ben.MuCulloch'a division were 
marching up on one of the ridges noitlt of 
Sugar Creek on Saturday morning, to 
strengthen the enemy, who were hardly 
pressed by General Sigel. They soon came 
in sight of about three hundred Creeks and 
Choctaws who stood on the brow of an ad- 
jacent hill. When within about one hun- 
dred and fifty yards of the savages the lat- 
ter opened fire on them. The rebel major 
who commanded the battalion cried out to 
them that they were killing their friends ; 
but tho Indians did not heed what he m>id, 
and again discharged their pieces. 
" The d—d rascals Imvo turned traitors," 


cried the major. " Upon them, Arkatisans, 
and give them no quarter," 


The southerners needed no second order. 


They attacked them with groat energy, and 
for nearly an hour a desperate battlo was 
waged on the Ridge; tho Indians fighting 
with blind fury, and scalping all who fell 
into their hanus, whether living, wounded 
or dead. This is described as ono of the 
severest actions of the entire battle, and

which occasional shots are fired.

miles, showing that tho rebel guns are tiot 
only rifled, but are first class. 


The mortar service is fully meeting tho 


expectations of our oiHcers. 
With a little 


more practice they will make bad work 
with thu rebel forces nnd 
fortifications. 


Their range is from three to three and a 
half mites. The sixteen now in place and 
ready to open fire will make fearful inroads 
in tho rauks of the enemy. Their works, 
both ou main land and island, uro much 
more extensive than supposed, as there tire 
at least eighty heavy gnus uud over 20,000 
troops. Ten regiments were seen on pa- 
rade at one time, on the main land. They 
have moved their quarters out of tho reach 
of the mortars, but thu island Is pretty woll 
covered with tents. Their guns ure tunny 
of them of the largest size. Several rifltd. 


Our gunboats and mortars will drive this 


force out. 
More lumiurs will he stint down 


if required. Our otlicerd think the present 
number enough to make it altogether too 
hot for tho rebel*. These mortar shells 
reach atl parts of the works, dealing ili'uth 
and duHtruction in their pathway. 
It is 


uvident, however, that all the rebel butte- 
ries have bomb proof casements for the 
men, us they can be seen to diaappr-ur, 
when our shells fall into their LmUerit's. 
Ad soon as the upper fort or battery is to- 
duced, thim the gunboats will advance on 
the others in detail, and thus reduce them 
ono by one, with little danger or loss to 
themselves. 


On Tuesday night, the Mound City kept 


steady ftro on tho upper batteries, prevent- 
ing tbe rebels from making their usual 
nightly repairs. 
The result was easily seen 


in the morning. They commenced remov- 
ing their dead and wounded to the case- 
ments of the fort. Large numbers were 
carried out and taken back into tbe woods 
on stretchers, showing the effect of the shot 
from the well aimed guns of the Mound 
City. On Monday over 900 shots were fired 
by tho gunboats, mostly shell, besides HOO 
shell from the mortars. 
Tho efleel, as wit- 


nessed by spectators, in grand and sublime, 
but to tho rubels is moat terrific. On Tues- 
day, Commodore Foolo directed that fuses 
bo cut down with a view to destroy the 
works and dismount tho guns. The result 
was most satisfactory. The last guns of 
the rebels arc in two batteries below the 
bend, a distance of over two miles from the 
gunboats, which threw their shot beyond 
them. 


A floating battery called the Pelican, so 


constructed as to bo sunk to the water's 
edge, leaving nothing exposed except the 
armament, which consists of nine-inch Dahl- 
green guns, which was built in Memphis for 
the defence of that point, was last. week 
towed up tho river to Island No. 10. Hoi- 
lins' steam ram Manassas was also sent up 
to the Island. The Pelican is an ugly look- 
ing customer, but has no propelling power, 
and cannot otherwise than fall a victim to 
our ponderous mortars, as soon as they can 
bo brought to bear on her. 


Gen. Halleck has sent a hospital boat 


sufficient to accommodate 300 patients. 
As yet but one man has been killed by the 
enemy. 


A report was received this morning from 


Sikestoivn that Jeff. Thompson was miirch- 
ing upon Cape Girardeau, pressing men and 
horses into the confedemte service. A 
skirmish had taken place bi-twpen the Union 
forces and his advance, when three of the 
enemy wero killed and wounded. Rein- 
forcements have been sent to the Cape.

no casualties. 
(Jur mortars belched iorth 


their shells vigorously, terribly, upon the 
Kentucky shore, and the gunboats soun fol- 
owed suit, buta wakening only an occasional 
response from the enemy's batteries at long 
intervals. 
Our shots generally fell right 


into their batteries. 
It was supposed at 


one time that we weie on a fool's errand — 
that there were bnt few rebel guns on the 
shore, and tho.se designed to deceive us ; 
bnt this supposition was effectually done 
away about noon ou Tuesday, when a long 
line of batteries on the Kentucky shore "all 
of a sudden" let fly at us. doing no harm, 
their shot falling short of our boats. In 
the afternoon a painful accident occurred 
on board the gunboat St. Louis, while fir 
ing. 
The 22-pound rifled gun at her port 


bow exploded with terrific effect, 
killing 


two of her men instantly, mortally wound- 
ing two, and more or less i n j u r i n g several 
others. A 64 pound shot from the enemy's 
batteries struck the gunboat Benton in the 
afternoon ; it entered the spar deck and 
did some damage.

and Price. The musket and rifle firing was 
very sharp, and every few seconds the boom 
of the batteries burst across the country, 
and the iron hail swept down the stream of 
life, and tilled the surging and noisy waves 
with spectral corpses. 


Tho rebels reeled as we went against 


them, but their column did not break. 
The 


charge was repeated. 
Still the foe stood 


firm, opening a galling fire from two bat- 
teries whose presence had not before besn 
known. 
Our troops were thrown into con- 


fusion, and three companes of infantry and 
Col. Kills' cavalry were ordered to silence 
the destructive guns. 


Like lightning our men leaped

prompt to the word, and raged about the 
rebel batteries as ravenous wolves around 
a sheep fold.

The casual- 
ies among the enemy, however, were far 
greater than with us, and 3,000, of which 
900 or 1,000 were killed, I am confident, 
would not be an over-statement of their 
oss. Their officers fell thick and fast in 
the engagement, and their dead and wound- 
ed majors, colonels, captains and lieuten- 
ants were at least double ours. 
The seces 


sion officers were generally brave and dn.'-h- 
ng, and fought in so praiseworthy a manner 
as to leave us no regret, so far as courage 


oes, that they were born upon our own be- 
loved soil. 


THE HEROES OF THE FIELD. 


It is not possible to mention all who dis- 


tinguished themselves, or those who did 
not; for men and officers seemed deter 
mined to do all that lay in nerve and limb 
to shed Instre on our arms, and gird the 
glories of three illustrious days with the 
laurels the great Julius so ambitiously, but 
deservedly wore beneath the eagles of eter- 
nal Rome. 


Under the circumstances, I cannot for-

only plundering and maiming the dead, bui 
actually murdering oud scalping the woun 
dtd as they lay helpless and suffering un 
the ground. 
More than one one hundrec 


and twenty of our brave men were thus 
barbarously treated by the savage foe, whc 
had been wrought to a pilch of frenzy by 
tha rebels, through passionate appeals anc 
declarations that the yankeea designed tr 
enslave them, and force- them, with chains 
and whips, to do thf- vilest drudgery in 
their aristocratic homes in Ihe north.

MILWAUKEE, March 21. 


Special to Daily Wisconsin, Cairo, 20th.

erate from the Benton and Mound City, at 
intervals of fifteen minutes each, the ob- 
ject being to reduce the upper battery, two 
guns only of which are left standing, from 
which occasional shots are fired.

these struck the water close astern of the 
transport Lewella, and within fifty feet o: 
our tug. The distance is at least two 
miles, showing that the rebel guns are not 
only rifled, but are first class. 


The mortar service is fully meeting the 


expectations of our officers.

The sixteen now in place anc 
ready to open fire will make fearful inroadt 
in the rauks of the enemy.

bend, a distance of over two miles from the 
gunboats, which threw their shot beyond 
them. 


A floating battery called the Pelican, so 


constructed as to be sunk to the water's 
edge, leaving nothing exposed except the 
armament, which consists of nine-inch Dahl- 
green guns, which was built in Memphis for 
the defence of that point, was last week 
towed up the river to Island No. 10. 
Hoi- 


lina' steam ram Manassas was also sent up 
to the Island. The Pelican is an ugly look- 
ing customer, but has no propelling power, 
and cannot otherwise thau fall a victim to 
our ponderous mortars, as soon as they can 
be brought to bear on her.

aent for to come from Milwaukee to quell 
it. Another report was that Col. Mulligan 
bad been telegraphed at Chicago to be ready 
there to take charge of the regiment when 
it should arrive in that city. The Madison 
papers of yesterday contain tho particulars 
of the mutiny, which was caused by the 
failure to pay the regiment before it started 
for St. Louie. Qov. Harvey proceeded to 
the camp, and his efforts, aided by some of 
the officers of the regiment and influential 
citizens of the state, induced a portion of 
the men to embark in the cars provided for 
them. A postscript to the Journal's article 
says: 


LATER.—At a little before four o'clock 


this afternoon the first train of cars, with 
about half the regiment on board, left the 
depot. Tho other train was atill at the 
camp grounds, aud it was doubtful whether 
it would go. Great confusion prevails in 
camp. Utter insubordination exists. Many 
of the men are reported to be intoxicated, 
and all is confusion and uproar. 


The portion which left Madison arrived 


here about six o'clock, numbering u47, of 
whom 15 or 20 deserted. 
No car window* 


were broken here, as has been reported. 
Another detachment of 140 passed through 
to-day. A force of 200 rugulard from Chi 
cago are reported on their way to day to 
Madison to quell the remaining mutineers.

Mr. Agility of Ohio.hog reported to the 


house, from tho committee on territories, u 
bill organising the territory of Arizonia, 
with tho following section : 


" That there shall be Neither slavery nor 


involuntary servitude in the said territory, 
otherwise than in the punishment of crimes, 
whereof tho parties shall have been duly 
convicted, and that from and after tho pass- 
age of this act, slavery or involuntary ser- 
vitude is hereby forever prohibited in all 
territories now organized; and all act.-s and 
parts of acts, either of congress or of any 
organized territory, establishing, regulating 
or in any way recognizing tho relation ol 
master and slave in any of. said territories, 
is hereby repealed." 


We hopn congress will adopt this section. 


.There is no republican in that body who 
has not committed himself in favor of th 
principle which it embodies, in speeches, 
before election. Now let us hare fulfill- 
ment of their pledges, and thus banUh the 
fear which ia fast possessing the minds of 
the people that congress has no courage, 
where slavery is interested.

manding the rebel forces in New Mexico 
ia not Ex-Governor Sibluy, of Minnesota 
but ia ona of (he cllicnrs of the regular 
army, and probably a relative of the Ex- 
Governor. 
Hence the confusion of the 


names.

MESSRS. EDITORS :—When I wrote to you 


u February we were atill idle and waiting 
or tha cheering sound of " onward march," 
nd a", last the sweet sound greets our ears, 
iunday night, the 9th inst., we rolled into 
>ur bunks and wrapped our blankets around 
4 as unconscious of making a march the 
next.day as we were of going to Cuba.— 
Tho next morning reveille beat at 3 o'clock 
\. M., and we fell out to roll call. 
Aftor 


oil call our captain tells us to pack up our 
knapsacks and get ready to inarch at 4 o'- 
ilock. Now all was excitement and joy. We 
di.l not know of a certainty where wo wero 
going, but as all the camps around us wore 
Hummed, we concluded that the time for 
he advance of the grand army of the Poto- 
mac had come, and expected of course that 
vo wero going to vihit the strong hold of 
ho rebels. At the appointed time we fell 
nto ranks, bid good bye to old Camp Til- 
inghast aud moved off in the direction of 
Ccntcrvillc and Mnrmsana. 


When we started such expressions as, 
Forward to Richmond ! hurrah, boys tor 


Matmssas I" could be heard from many of 
ho Second. We felt that tho time had now 
ome when it was for us to settle the ques- 
ion of socession, on the decisive battle field. 


AK WP inarched along, we found the roads 


jrowded with cavalry and artillery, as well 
as infantry. 
Officers rode furiously over 


he roads, cavalry went dashing along as 
hough they were just going to make a 
charge; and all was action as well aa mo- 
ion. 
Early in the forepart of the day it 


ained a little, which made it rather slippery 
walking ; but notwithstanding tbi.s we made 
good time, considering that wo had heavy 
uiapsacks on our backs. On tho march 
we used to haft once in three or four miles 
nd rest for a few minutes. 
Wo marched 


hrough Fairfax to a hill about two miles 
aeyond, whore we stopped and camped, aft- 
er having marched a distance of 20 milea. 
iVe found that the campaign tents coma in 
play now. These tenta arc six feet square 
and three feet high. They are fixed so they 
can be taken apart and each man carries 
half a tent-strapped on his knapsack.— 
iVhen we got here it was rumored that tho 
rebels had left Centcrville, but wo could 
iiardly credit any such report as this, be- 
cause we were informed they were strongly 
brtified at this place, and wo could not be- 
ieve they would fall back without first giv- 
ng battle. 


In the mornrng we received reliable in- 


formation that the rebels had not only left 
Centerville, but had evacuated Mauassa.n 
nlso. We were greatly surprised when we 
earned this fact, for we were quite sure 
hey would makti a desperate struggle upon 
,he field where they were once flushed with 
,-ictory. 


We had expected to meet the rebels face 


to face at Mauassus and whip them badly, 
but they are getting so expert in their new 
uctics, introduced by Floyd and Pillow, 
hat it is a matter yet to be tried whether 
we get n chance to come ut them with cold 
steel or not. They do not seem to like the 
way our troops fight lately; for, of late, the 
Union troops have fought to kill. 


Wo staid nt the camp near Fairfax nn 


til the morning of the 15th. The rebel 
pickets, until (ho advance, extended out 
from their front as far as Fairfaxj but uo 
rebel pickets were to bo tieou now. There 
wero several families that had lived here 
unmolested by seceah, and at the same time 
rebel soldiers all around them ; but, of 
courso, the families arc strong for the Union 


now. 
The surrounding circumstances are 


such that they could not well be otherwise. 
(Bear in mind, tho surrounding circura- 
stances are Union troops.) 
While here our 


boys got out of rations, in consequence of 
the provision wagons not arriving in time, 
and the result was several fowls wore brought 
into camp, bought without money or price. 
There are strict orders against foraging or 
taking anything from peacable citirens, but 
it was tolerated at this time because we 
were out of rations. 


I learned while at this camp that the 


guns at which the secesh had at Centerville 
were only wooden logs. I get this infor- 
mation from tho.se who were in Centervillo 
after the rebels left it, and saw tho fortifi- 
cations. Whether these wooden guns have 
been there all the time, or only placed in 
tho parapet while their cannons were re- 
moved, is something yet to be known. 


On the 12th, Lieut. Rollins, of company 


II, went out to Bull Run and rode over the 
ground which was strewn with dead bodies 
on tho 21st of July, lie could now ride 
over the ground without having shot aud 
shell thrown around him; but what must 
have been his sensations when he saw the 
graves where many of his comrades iu bat- 
tle now slept to wakfl uo more until the res- 
urrection morn. 


Tho night previous to the loth, we ro- 


ccived orders to march the next day. 
The 


report was that we wero going to Alexan- 
dria, and aboard of boats, down the Po- 
tomac, and land some whero on the Rappa 
bannock. This just suited us, and in the 
morning every man was up before tho drums 
bsat, ready for the march. 


It was about 12 o'clock whim we loft onr 


camp and took a retrograde movement for 
Alexandria. Wo had the advantage of a 
good turnpike road to march on ; hut soon 
after we started it commenced to rain very 
hard, and rained all the afternoon j but I 
beliuve I never saw a time when the old 
Second felt better than they did when on 
the march. As the country Si hilly here, 
tho rain would run down into little ravine." 
and where these crossed the road tho water 
was from eight to ten inches deep, and as 
many of IM wore shoes we had wet feet, of 
course. 
\V'o got within three miles of Al 


exandria before dark, baviug marched fif- 
teen miles. I learned that a bridge had 
been carried off, which was over a smal 
stream ahead of us, and that we could go 
no further until it was fixed. We therefore 
stopped here and pitched our tents on a 
hill situated in the woods. AH we were 
wet through, and the ground, also, being 


wet, the first thing we looked after when 
wo broke ranks, was something to keep us 


off from the wet soil of Virginia. There 
•was ft residence near by, tbe owner of which 
had some bonrd fence on his plantation, 
and n wheat"stack ; but he didn't have said 
loose property long, for the boy* of the 
Second are bound to have a dry place on 
which to sleep, whenever they can get it. 
After we got things arranged to suit us, we 
built up large fires and dried our clothes, 
and in the morning we were all right. 


We expected in the morning to go to 


Alexandria and take passage on the boats, 
immediately, down the Potomac, and we 
were rather unhappily disappointed wh«v» 
we got onlt-rs tn go back to our old camp 
Tillinghast ; but wo w^pi contented when 
wo learned tliut we tfpro »ot going to stay 
only u day or two before we would have a 
chance to 'movii upon the rebels. 
TVu 


renche<]*our old c.imp in the afternoon, af- 
ter having been gone iix. Any a. The march, 
though futif;uoing, I believe was of benefit j 
to tho regiment. I bclievo tho regiment is 
in better condition for doing service than 
they wrro before; they left on the 10th inst. 
What we want in notion ; and we aro glad 
the hour for notion has come. 


I have now related to you what one reg- 


iment has been doing the past week. Oth- 
er regiments, brigades and divisions Imvo 
been doing tho same that we havo ; in fact, 
the whole army of the Potomac Ima bpnn 
on the move, it is reported now that Mc- 
Dowell's 
cominiimnd, which 
comprises 


about 40,000, is going down the Potomac 
on transports and land on or near the Rap- 
pahannock, to attack tho rebels wherever 
they may make a stand. 


One more word, and I close. Gen. Me- 


Clellaira address to the army 3s received 
with the greatest onthtminstn by tho sol- 
diers. 
They put the utmost confidence in 


him and believe him to be a true man, and 
one whom they aro willing to follow every 
timf. 
He says " The time for inaction has 


passed." This pleases us. lie promises 
to lead us on to meet the enemy, aud only 
prays that God may defend 
the right. 


This is the kind of talk that suits a soldier 
of the army of tho Potomac.

failure to pay the regiment before it started 
for St. Louie. 
Gov. Harvey proceeded to 


the camp, and his efforts, aided by some of 
the officers of the regiment and influential 
citizens of the state, induced a portion nf 
the men to embark in the cars provided for 
them.
